To?  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  T£a inford  Rural  District  Council . 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1955?  during  which  year, 
on  14th  March,  I  became  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  year  was  marked  by  several  items  of  importance g- 

1.  The  general  population  has  again  decreased  in  number. 

2.  The  birth  rate  is  considerably  less  than  for  many  years,  even 
considering  the  fall  in  population. 

3.  The  death  rate  is  considerably  less  than  that  for  England  and  Wales. 

4.  The  infectious  disease  not  if icat ions  of  whooping  cough  show  that 
insufficient  children  are  being  immunised  against  whooping  cough. 

The  importance  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  is 
to  be  stressed,  and  should  be  completed  before  the  age  of  one  year. 

The  information  in  this  report  on  food  premises,  shops,  factories  and 
housing  is  compiled  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  to  whom  I  am  indebted.

1.  There  is  a  considerably  reduced  birth  rate,  even  considering  the  fall 
in  population^  though  the  figure  is  only  slightly  less  than  the 
national  figure. 

2.  The  stillbirth  rate  is  not  unduly  high.  The  cause  of  still  birth  is 
usually  difficult  or  abnormal  labour,  and  its  prevention,  so  far  as 
possible,  is  by  adequate  antenatal  care. 

3.  One  woman  died  of  child  birth. 

4.  Infant  mortality  rate  is  comparable  in  size  to  the  national  figure. 

5.  The  death  rate  is  low  compared  with  1954*

Notes  on  Infectious  Disease 


Scarlet  Fevers  The  one  case?  in  a  boy  of  9  years?  was  of  mild.  type. 

Whooping  coughs  The  cases  occurred  mainly  in  the  first  three  quarters  of 

the  year.  Only  1  case  was  older  than  9  years?  and  13  were 
under  2.  Notes  The  numbers  indicate  that  insufficient 
children  are  receiving  inoculation  against  this  disease. 

The  procedure  of  immunisation  can  be  commenced  at  3“4  months 
of  age?  certainly  before  1  year  of  age. 

Measl es 1  Five  cases  were  in  the  second  quarter?  and  one  in  the  last 

quarter.  All  were  under  9  years  of  age. 


Acute  Pneumonias  Two  cases  occurred  in  first  quarter?  one  in  second  quarter 

and  one  in  last  quarter.  Two  were  over  6 5  years  of  age  and 
two  were  in  group  5  “14  years. 

Erysipelas  -  The  one  case  was  in  last  quarter  of  year  in  a  man  of  over  65 

years. 


Infective  Hepatitis?  All  four  cases  were  in  second  quarter  of  year.
